Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

- Paragraph 8, Line 9: The specification mentions a "broad ban". It appears this 
should read -broadband-. 

- Paragraph 16, Line 3: As this is the end of the section, a period should be 
placed here instead of a semicolon. 

- Paragraph 18, Line 1 : The verb "depicts" should read -depict-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1, 5, 12, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. f| > 



Claim 1 recites the limitation "said transceiver" in lines 6, 8, 10, and 12. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 5 recites the limitation "said transceiver" in line 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim.

Claim 12 recites the limitation "said transceiver" in lines 10 and 12. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 15 recites the limitation "said transceiver" in lines 5 and 7-9. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

4. Claims 2-4, 6-11, 13, 14, and 16-23 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Plenty of systems detect and notify drivers of emergency vehicles, such as the 
siren detector taught by Shaw et al [U.S. 4,864,297]. However, the systems do not 
have a combination of transmitter with microcontroller, non-volatile memory, RF 
generating means, radio antenna system and switching means, power regulation and 
filtering means, external trigger, and receiver with RF receiving means. This 
combination is considered unobvious in light of the prior art. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Sakakibara et al [U.S. 4,618,948] detects obstructions behind a vehicle using 
ultrasonic waves. 

Unser et al [U.S. 4,887,086] teaches a combination scanner and radar detector.
